It was thei: ability to outstay stronger 
physical teams that enabled Dublin te win 
their 15th All-Ireland football title. Against 
Meath, Carlow. Cavan and Galway the 
new ‘champions were frequently . 
arrears but thev were always able 
find some hidden reserve of skill 4 
stamina that swung the game in their 
favour through the last quarter. Con- 
sistent training was responsible, but 
Dublin were lucky with the weather more 
than once, when passi showers made 
the ball difficult to bandle. No county 
plays so moch winter football as Dublin. 
and they have develped a ball control 
under difficult conditions where provin- 
cial sides fail. 

So long as the ball and sod were dry. 
the tall men from the other. counties 
commanded the high fielding and long 
kicking—Cavan and Galway in  »par- 
ticular were masters of overhead work— 
but when rain fell Dublin were more 
adaptable ‘ 

After 20 minutes of the final Galway 
looked sure winners. They towered 
above the Dublin men for high balls: 
their half-backs never let the ball beyond 
the quarter line, and Dublin backs. were 
under constagé pressure. Whenever they 
ot the slightest opening. however, 

ublin’s forwards showed eplendid team 
work. and their shots were dead on the 
mark, with Banks their inspiration. Yet.

The 
members of Field-marshal von 
Keitel’s High Command are not 
merely notable practitioners, but 
eminently careful students, of 
war, and they have learned by 
observation that the unexpected is 
apt to happen with dangerous 
frequency. Less than a year ago 
all the omens were that German 
treops would be in occupation of 
the ruins of Moscow before the 
winter snows began; yet they are 
further from Moscow now tian 
they were then. The fall of 
Madrid was assured by every 
canon of probability long before 
the city’s ill-armed defenders 
succumbed to General Franco. 
Stalingrad may prove to be 
another of these strange challenges 
to all reasonable expectation, and 
the Germans are making no vain- 
glorious claims that may react 
upon themselves. Nevertheless, 
the tone of Allied observers, both 
in Great Britain and in the 
United States, becomes increas- 
ingly despondent. If it were this 
time next month, they would con- 
cede a chance to the beleaguered 
city, but many weeks must pass 
before the Russian winter brings 
its traditional terrors to bear 
upon the invader, and, in the 
meanwhile, all the advantage lies 
with Marshal von Bock, who is

Canada’s New Coin 


Canada is to have a new five-cent 
piece, with twelve sides to it. This 
new coin is a distinct innovation, 
so far as the Royal Mint of Canada 
is concerned, though it will resemble 
in certain respecta the many-sided 
threepenny piece -brought out in 
England some time ago. 

It will consist, not of nickel, but 
of a mixture of copper and zinc, with

being the prevention of the confusion 
which has arisen in the past as 
between the five and twenty-five 


i cent coin. 


It has neither the milled edge of

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ARCHITECTURE - 
POST-WAR DANGER 


Architecture is an art in which 
everyone is inescapably involved, 
said Mr. Osbert Lancaster in the 
course of a lecture given last night 
before the Architectural Association 
of Ireland at 8 Merrion square, 
Dublin. The subject of the lecture 
was “ Architectural Twilight,” and 
the decline of architectural ‘taste in 
the mid-nineteenth century was 
dwelt on, together with the need to 
revive taste in architecture. The 
great trouble with modern architec- 
ture in England to-day, said Mr. 
Lancaster, was the fact that archi- 
tects were functioning in a void. 
The ordinary man, who had, after 
all, a great deal more to gain or 
lose by good architecture or by bad, 
had no interest in the subject. 
That, ‘obviously, was ap intolerable 
state of affairs, and it would be the 
business of architects to educate the 
public to take an interest in an art 
which concerned it more closely 


| than any other, for the public had® 


to live in the houses. It was also 
their business to create a real live 
interest in ‘architecture, which 
would benefit not only the com- 
munity but architects themselves.
